ON HALF PAYMENT 


Delinquent 
Tax 
Payers 
Suddenly Discovered iii 
«/ 
Spokane May Escape 
Part of Debt 


SPOKANE, Wash., May 3.— Own­ 
ers of 17,000 parcels of city proper­ 
ty, valued at from $4,500,000 to $5,- 
000,000 included in 
the tax sale 
made by the municipality of Spokane 
in 1 892, but never foreclosed, have 
hopes today of affecting a compro­ 
mise by paying 50 per cent of the in­ 
terest due. 
A. M. Craven, corpora­ 
tion counsel, has given an opinion 
that the city could properly author­ 
ize a settlement of the taxes for less 
^h an the amount due. 
Records Discovered 
The records were found in the city 
treasurer’s safe by H. M. Dunphy, as- 
j sistant corporation counsel, who sub- 
j mitted a resolution to the commis- 
1 sioner, authorizing the treasurer to 
demand payment of the full amount, 
including interest at 20 per cent a 
year, as provided in the delinquent 
certificates, also that the city take 
possession 
of all 
properties 
upon 
which the taxes and penalties, esti­ 
mated at from $85,000 to $100,000 
are not paid. 
Under this interpretation the de­ 
linquent owners would have to pay 
interest amounting to 4 00 per cent, 
on the basis of 20 per cent a year, 
to redeem their properties. 
Robert 
Fairley, commissioner 
of 
finances, 
and other members of the council are! 
opposed to arbitrary action and seem 
favorably disposed toward a compro­ 
mise measure or waiving part of the 
20 per cent interest penalty. 
Can Compromise 
There is a local precedent for this, 
the administration of 1909, headed 
by C. Herbert Moore, having passed 
a resolution 
permitting delinquent 
owners to redeem their certificates on 
a basis of 50 per cent of the amount 
due. if paid before a certain date. 
Only a few availed themselves of 
the offer at that time. 
Mr. Dunphy does not believe this 
compromise was legal, holding that 
the property could not be cleared of 
the lien without 
payment 
in full. 
Meanwhile, the council is awaiting 
a committee’s report.

SPOKANE, Wash., May 3.— Major 
Guy C. Pierce, formerly of Kilbourn, 
Wis., who served with distinction in 
the Fourth Wisconsin cavalry from 
Sumter to Appomattox, 
has

ued at $10,000 in Stevens county, 
Wash., where he and his wife 
have 
made their home 
the last 
fifteen 
months. 
The veteran is in his 73rd 
year and Mrs. Pierce is a few years 
younger. 
At the home of his son, L. V. 
Pierce, where the aged couple is vis- 
1 Ring. Major Pierce said that in ac­ 
quiring the claim by actual residence, 
j following the 
purchase of a relin- 
jquishment, he has fulfilled the ambi­ 
tion of his boyhood days. 
“ I h a v e always had a desire to 
take up a claim,” Major Pierce said, 
| “ but the war and other incidents 
kept me too much occupied; in fact, 
! I did not find the time until after I 
j had passed ray 70th year. 
Happy Now 
“The claim is two miles from the 
railroad and our nearest neighbor is 
half mile distant, but we are happy 
and contented. 
We have started an 
orchard and three acres of timothy, 
also a truck patch. 
The land is for 
the children.’' 
Major Pierce will be remembered 
by the survivors of the splendid fight- 
j ers who went to war from Wisconsin. 
He enlisted at the beginning of 
the 
war as a private in the Fourth Wis­ 
consin cavalry under Captain Joseph 
Bailey, the officer who saved Por­ 
ter's fleet and Banks’ army by throw­ 
ing wingdams into the Red river af­ 
ter West Point engineers had pro- 
I nounced the undertaking impossible, 
j He tells an interesting incident of 
how Bailey convinced Banks that it 
was possible. 
Bailey requested that 
his commanding officer lay aside the 
distinction of rank, and then he talk­ 
ed to Banks in such a manner that 
the latter concluded it would be saf­ 
er to allow the captain to go ahead. 
Wounded Often 
Major Pierce was first wounded 
at Port Hudson in 1863, when a bul­ 
let plowed through the right 
arm 
above the elbow. 
As soon as he was 
able to leave the hospital he joined 
the second charge at Port Hudson 
and was rewarded with a hole in his 
log. 
While leading a charge by the 
Fourth 
Wisconsin, 
Eleventh 
New 
York and Sixth Missouri, at Olive 
Branch, Louisiana in 186 4, he felt 
a shot tear through his left wrist. 
That was enough to constitute an 
irritating circumstance, but shortly 
afterw’a ri he pitched from his horse 
with what he regarded as his finish­ 
ing wound. 
He felt a ball strike him 
in the waist and tear through his 
vitals. 
As he lay on the ground he 
composed himself to die and inform­ 
ed those who stopped to inquire that 
he was going fast. 
It seemed tfly­ 
way to the major, but the surgeon re­ 
fused to be convinced w ithout an ex­ 
amination. He found that the bullet 
had struck a belt buckle and glanc­ 
ed merely breaking a couple of ribs. 
The veteran recalls that delusion the 
worst indignity he suffered at the 
hands of the confederates. 
raptured Thirteen Men 
He played even on them, however. 
by capturing a captain and 12 men 
in a swamp with two privates. Mr. 
Pierce was scouting when he saw the 
enemy and maneuvered his two men 
ll t| 
in such manner that the confeder­ 
ate officer thought he was surround­ 
ed and surrendered. 
On another occasion, while arrest­ 
ing drunken soldiers among his forc­ 
es, the major was cut through the 
shoulder with a bowie knife.

Davis of the county board to the 
effect t h a t th e La Crosse County Ag­ 
ricultural school has been a failure 
has been denied as absolutely false 
bv him. He states that the new spa­ 
per reporters at Racine, Wis., gar­ 
bled his conversation 
with 
them 
and m ade statem en ts to suit th eir! 
own fancy. 
Racine county has recently voted 
to establish a County Agricultural 
school, and one of th e newspapers 
th ere th a t is fighting the proposi­ 
tion secured the sta te m e n t from Mr. 
Davis th at the attendance at the La 
Crosse county school is som ew hat 
reduced from last year, which is no 
a rg u m e n t against 
the school, and 
with that as their basis declared the 
school a failure. 
Mr. Davis in response to a request 
from Principal F ran k E. Palm er bf 
th e La Crosse County Agricultural 
school, to confirm the newspaper re­ 
port, has the following to say; 
Deities Statement 
“ My attention has been called to 
a S'atem ent reputed to have been 
made by me th a t the I,a Crosse Coun­ 
ty School of Agriculture has proved 
a failure and th at La Crosse county 
was ready to dispose of the institu­ 
tion to any o th e r county 
free 
of 
charge. No such statem en t was made 
by me. and there was nothing'said in 
the conversation th a t would Justify 
any such garbling of th e interview 
given to th e new spaper reporters at 
Racine The facts briefly stated are 
ae follows: W hile on a visit to R a ­ 
cine last Friday, two new spaper re­ 
porters of th a t city m ade som e in­ 
quiries as to o u r county school of 
agriculture, its cost originally, and 
w hat has been expended 
by 
the 
county for its m aintenance since its 
establishm ent, and w h a t seemed to 
be of particular interest to them 
the 
attendance 
at 
th e school. 
I 
stated the am ount of the original a p ­ 
propriation for the establishment of 
the school and gave, to the best of 
my recollection at the time, the ap­ 
propriations th a t have been m ade bv 
the board since

salaries and expenses, and also s ta t­ 
ed the n u m b er of students t h a t had 
been enrolled each year, 
and

present atten d a n ce to the best of my 
knowledge.

In reply to inquiries as to the r e a ­ 
son why th ere has been a falling off 
in th e n u m b e r of pupils since the 
first year, I stated t h a t in my opin­ 
ion th a t it was due to th e fact th a t 
the school was located In the ex­ 
trem e western p art of th e county, 
and that it appeared to be impossible 
to interest th e greater portion of the 
agricultural population of o u r c oun­ 
ty in th e institution, and t h a t the 
short course in agriculture o f the 
state university 
has 
attracted a 
great n u m b e r of young men of the 
county desiring instruction in a g r ­ 
icultural science. 
I frankly stated that th e p r i n c ­ 
ipal draw backs to the success of the 
| school In atten d a n ce w as Its loca­ 
t i o n and the lack of facilities th e re ­ 
i n for providing for board and lodg­ 
ing for pupils from a distance. No re­ 
m ark was m ade by me as to the 
work th a t had been done or being 
done in the school course of study, 
and its value to the county. I am not 
familiar enough with tho work of 
the school to judge as to its m erits 
along educational lines, and I did 
not m ak e the statem ent 
t h a t 
the 
school in this county is a failure, 
and I did not 
m ak e the ridiculous 
statem en t th a t La Crosse county was 
ready to dispose of the institution 
free of charge to any o ther county. 
Is Mistake* 
I did state t h a t I was opposed to 
th e establishm ent of the school In 
this county, and th a t in my opinion 
the county board of any county m ade 
a serious m istake w hen it voted to 
establish such a school, and th a t in 
my judgm ent the state 
university 
course in agriculture was too popu­ 
lar and its graduates received such 
H anding from th e world wide re p u ­ 
tation of the institution as to re n ­ 
der its courses too competitive, and 
the cost to the pupil being in either

approximately 
th e same, the 
result was th a t th e county schools 
could n o t compete in attractiveness 
with th e university. 
As is well known and as I have

Forty-seven years ago last night 
a steam boa t wreck entailing a loss of 
life probably fully as g re at as 
th at 
caused by the sinking of the ill-fated 
Titanic took place in th e Mississippi 
river seven miles above Memphis. 
And forty-seven years ago today, 
Major General C. C. W ashburn, La 
Crosse, then in com m and of Union 
troops at Memphis, and later gover­ 
nor of Wisconsin from 1872 to 1874, 
took charge of the investigation 
ap­ 
pointing a com m ittee corresponding 
to the senate com m ittee appointed to 
investigate the wreck of the Titanic. 
The steam boa t was the St. Louis 
and New Orleans packet Sultana. She 
was com m anded by Capt. J. Cass Ma­ 
son, who lost his life in his efforts 
to save his passengers. The passeng­ 
er 
list was composed entirely 
of 
paroled Union soldiers eagerly count­ 
ing the hours that divided them from 
the m om ent of reunion with families 
and friends in their homes in 
the 
North. 
T here were about forty women on 
board— all of them, it is said, re la­ 
tives of the 
soldiers. 
T h ere were 
some civilian passengers. 
All told, 
when the Sultana left the Memphis 
w harf at 2 o ’clock th at W ednesday 
night she carried about 2.300 souls. 
Three of the women were saved— 
o n e of them picked from a tangled 
mass of floating drift some distance 
below Memphis, more than

Officers Exonerated 
Gen. W a sh b u rn , com m anding 
the 
Union forces at Memphis, appointed 
a commission of inquiry. The F e d e r­ 
al government sent Gen. Hoffman and 
Col. Badeau down from St. Louis and 
Cairo to participate in that inquiry. 
The report of the commission com­ 
pletely exonerated th e officers of the 
boat and routed both the theory of 
the shell and th at the explosion was 
caused by overloading— although It 
was m aintained th at the load was far 
far beyond the proper limit of the 
Sultana. 
It was found by th e com ­ 
mission. and so reported, th a t 
the 
wreck was caused by the engineer 
or fireman perm itting the w ater to 
get too low in the boilers and keep­ 
ing the fires too hot. 
It was point­ 
ed out th at the eagerness of the sol­ 
diers to re turn to th eir homes, r e n ­ 
dering them unwilling to wait for 
other boats to tra n sp o r t a p a r t 
of 
them, was responsible for the over­ 
loading of the boat— against which 
C apt. Mason had vigorously protest­ 
ed.

ONCE EMBLEM OF ROYALTY 


Fur of the Ermine, Really a Wonder 
of Nature. Has Been Prized for 
Many Centuries. 


The fame of the ermine as a crea­ 
ture “patronized by 
royalty" 
dates 
back to the reign of King Edward EU. 
of England, who made it a punishable 
offense for any person except those of 
royal birth to wear the fur of this 
handsome little animal. 
This tyraa- 
nous restriction has been long re­ 
scinded. 
The metamorphosis of the ermine 
from dull reddish brown 
to 
purest 
white is among the greatest wonders 
of nature. 
According to 
Bell, 
the 
change is effected “not by the loss of 
the summer coat and a substitution of 
a new one for the winter, but by the 
actual change of color in the hair." 
This remarkable process has a pap* 
allel in the change of plumage as ex­ 
emplified in the ptarmigan, but in the 
case of that bird the change of pig­ 
ment only Instead of entire plumage 
takes place in the spring and not in 
the autumn.

her foot was all bound up and just 
the toes showing which are rotting 
away, but th e authorities pay no a t ­ 
tention whatever to cases like this. 
Disease of the most awful n atu re has 
spread am ong them until one sees 
h um an bejng crawling along on their 
stomachs like a filthy creeping thing, 
misshapen and distorted, others with 
half of their faces and eyes eaten 
away, hut no attention is paid to it
